• During'a heavy showernt IMillbrook 
countless myriads of small black loiids 
fell v.-ith tho rain. .Shortly after tlie 
rain, and next day, in some [ilaccs it 
was almost imoossiblo to seep on tho 
.sidewalk williout crushing sonii! of 
these little hoppers. 

' Alexander Marnott, an employee of 
the Scotch Canadian Lumbering Com- 
pany, ^'as drowned in the Long Sault 
on the '27th ult. The man went to run 
the rapids on a boom stick, from which 
he was thrown and swallowed up iu 
the wild watera 

An amateur gardener of Belleville, 
who has tried the cxp«riraeiit this and 
the past year, states that his largest 
and best potator"; have been grown 
from sprouts. Tlio potatoes grown 
from seed, even from those from which 
the sprouts were taken, *ere mH only 
inferior ia size, hut later in beini; lit 
for table. 

The Owen .Sound police li.'ivf jUbt 
'broken a gang of youthful pirates, 
who worked under the comnnitui of a 
•.. captain, lieutenant and .'subordinate of- 
ficers. Thoy wore ail under twelve 
vears of age, but the quantities of 
oranges, cigars and other articles stolen 
by them were large, and the character 
of their organization promised greater 
ileeds of wickedness. 

George W'liittaker, a lunatic conllned 
in Godcricli gaol, having hastened ilia 
death by violontly tUrowing himself 
against the grating and walls, the 
coroner's jury in their verdict recom- 
mend that the proper authorities be re- 
([uestcd to provide padded cells or other 
protection ugain.st. self-injin"v by luna- 
lica while couGneil in gaol. 

Tlie daui at the fool of .Muiru Lake 
has collapsed, having been blown up 
with dynamite the other night. It 
said that Mr. Cross' powder magazine 
oh the outskirts of jModoc was lii oken 
into and about si;cty pounds of dyiip- 
mite stolen, wliich was pi'obably tho 
material used in the work of de.Htruc 
tion. The public generally appear to 
approve of the course pursue<l, and re- 
gard the result as a satisfactory solu 
tion of a dilFicult problem. Tho water 
in the lake is now much lower; nmny 
festering pools are tliiis exposed, and it 
is feared by some that tho drawing ofT 
of the water at tho commencement of 
the heated term will be productive of 
much evil. 

Tho fall wheat is reported to 
total failure about Camlechie, while 
the spring grain and hay in most places 
will not pay for tho harve.sting. 

It ia proposed to start a plough man 
ufactory at Emerson, which will be 
supplied with timber from the banks of 
the Red Eiver in Minnesota and Da 
kota. 

During the late storm, .say.'* tiie Port 
IIopo 6'i(ufr, the house of Mr. John 
Boyd, on Rice Lake Road, near Bewd- 
ley, was bodily carried completely over 
his barn some distance away, the lloor 
and foundation being loft. To tliis cir- 
cumstance Jin Boyd owe.s without 
doubt tho preservation of the lives of 
his two children, who were alone in the 
bouse at tho time. 

"Mike" iMcClusky, the man s^-lio 
was arretted at Perth on the chai'ge of 
swindling Anthony Kean out of-;'2;)0 
at three-card monte, ia now out on ijail 
and is probably in the land of tho free, 
across the St. Lawrence, by this time. 
Some of his friends restored tho $"J50 
to Kean; McClusky was died §50 and 
costs for gambling and a de[)osit of 
$200 and bis own recognizance for .S 100 
was taken aa hail for his appearance at 
the assizes to stand his trial on the 
charge of conspiracy to defraud. Kean 
was fined 825 and costs for gambling. 

The CoUingwood Maisoujur has pass- 
ed into the hands of Messr.i. \Vil8on, 
Rbinehart and ^Y. Wesley, of Barrie. 
Tho daily edition has been discontinu- 
ed. 

A young man of Yarmouth, N.S., 
had a revolver, and attempted to show 
his wife how she might handle it with 
perfect safety. Four chambers were 
loaded, and in the course of the lesson 
he accidentally discharged one of them 
sending the ball completely through 
the palm of his own hand. The wife, 
standing in front of her husband, and 
the babe in the cradle, towards which 
the pistol was pointed, both narrowlv 
escaped a worse fate. 

A lady teacher in one of the puhlic 
schools in Winnipeg i)rofilted the other 
day by a sale of real estate to the ex- 
tent of §9,000. The properly consihls 
of a house and lot situated on the 
Canadian Pacific Railway passengor 
station. It was bought about a year 
ago for S'2,000, and it was sohl for 
$11,000. This is making money a lit- 
tle more rapidly than is customary 
among school teachers, par;iciilarl v 
among the lady members of the ju-o- 
fessiou. 

Geo. McKay, of Green Bay, digging 
on his farm, found the soil in places 
saturated with what appeared to lie 
petroleum.

^^W0,000 capital. Tn wages an aggregate 
of ?8000 is imid out daily. The works are 
very extensive, tho buildings In some int 
stances covering mora thin an aero of 
ground. H A great deal of tho lab(n' is ne- 
cessarily Chinese, but where this class are 
employed in largo bodies they become 
s,aucy and mutinous upon the slightest 
provocation. This year the canneiy pro- 
prietoni have drawn heavily upon the In- 
dian ])opuhition for assistiince, many of 
the fiahcnnon who man tho small boats 
and manage the nets arc Indiana and it is 
no iineommon thing to liiid Indian men 
and women at work in tho canneries aide 
by side with Cliinosc. Thu avant mui h'r 
of th« sockoyc salmon lun eiiterod the 
river on Thursday evening last. .\ Sockeyc 
is from IG to 18 inche.s in length. <)n 
Friday the run largely increased and un 
.Siituniay, Sunday and tn-day the boats 
have been bringiii;,' iu Ihe fish in iarL;e 
numbeia. Tho principal fiahing is dono at 
the nioiith of the rivi'r and the sand- hoail.s. 
Small boats witii iiulH remain out day and 
night, relay.s oi ciewa being obtained from 
the camps which line tho river banlis at 
favorable points.

Torril3le Riot on a OooUo SHip. 

The ship Ann Boynton lias arrived at 
Portland, 34 days from Hongkongj with 
'JftO Chinese. On June l.^lh a rint broke 
out because the Chinese cooks favoicd 
ono gang of coolitiH more than anntlier. 
I'he parties wt-re about eiiiially divided, 
and were armed with coidwond sticks, 
capstan bars and belaying piii.^, with 
which thoy fought desperately up and 
down the ship, receiving torfiblc wouiuis 
about tho head and body. Fearing for 
the safety of tho whip, and jindint; pisfcd 
throats of no avail, Capt. Nason and the 
crew began throwing cacbolicsacid among 
the infuriated Ghinesej ;which, •a'non 
brought them to tlieir seoles.? Gapt.v'Na- 
son justifies this course from thofict^hftt 
it was impossible to tpiiot the terrible riot 
in mid-ocean and save the ship and tho 
lives nf himself anil hi.s itow iu any other 
way. Mad he killeil the ringleaders the 
Chinese would have been enraged beyoiul 
all hii]ie of control. Marks of the sove'r- 
ily of the struggle between the two gangs, 
one hundred ami fifty on each side, are 
plainly visible all over tho ship, as areihe 
marks made by the carbolic acid.
